So Return Will Be Happy, Too: 


Fire Chief, Police Chief Join in Wishing 
‘Happy Vacation’ fo Travelers; Give Advice 


Menlo Park Police Chief George 
Potter and Fire District Chief Tho- 
mas F. Cuff this week joined in 
wishing members of the ccmmunity 
a happy vacation, and added a few 
tips to those intending to take trips, 
to make their sojourns happier. 

Specifically, the police chief re- 
viewed steps which should be taken 
by prospectie travellers to assure 
themselves that their homes will re- 
main unburglarized while they’re 
away; the fire chief discussed meas- 
ures which would reduce the possi- 
bility of fire while householders are 
out cf town. 

“First, when families leave town 
they should call the police depart- 
ment and let us know,” the police 
chief said. “Officers make periodic 
‘house checks,’ just to make sure 
that everything is okay.” 

Potter added that it’s a good idea 
to have all deliveries stopped, and 
to have a neighbor pick up the mail 


daily.

chief siggested that a nearby neigh- 
> bor be told when the family’s going 
to be out of town. 
' The neighbor can then keep an 
eye on things, and call the police 
department if anything suspicious is 
seen cr heard. 

Concerning fire hazards, Chief 
Tom Cuff had this to say: 

“If you're leaving town for any 
length of time, you should pull all 
electric cords from their sockets. 

| The house’s permanent wiring is 

| usually not troublesome, but some 
appliance cords may be.’ 

. “With ‘deep freezes,’ refrigerators 
‘and other electric fixtures that have 


to be kept going, it’s usually impos- 
sible to turn off the current outside 
the house anyhow. 

Most householders leave the gas 
cn while away, to maintain a mini- 
mum temperature in their dwelling. 
But if the gas is turned cn, water 
must be left on too.” 

Otherwise, the chief warned, wa- 
\ter may leak or drip from the hot 
| water system, while the automatic 
heater automatically continues to 
war mup what’s left. This can result 
in a burned-out hot water heater— 
or worse. 

If the family leaves its car in the 
garage while away on vacation. the 
vehicle’s battery should be discon- 
nected. 

If it isn’t, ccrrosion may set up 
in the car’s wiring system, and 
flames may break out there. 

Besides that, Chief Cuff said, va- 
cationists shculd make sure that all 
“non - permanent” appliances are 
turned off, that all trash fires and 
other outdoor fires are out, and that 
all other special hazards are attend- 
ed to.

Design for a Better Mousetrap 


Menlo Park Merchants, Planners Discuss Details of New Business District Proposal 


A group of downtown Menlo Park 
merchants met informally with City 
Planning Consultant H. F. Wise and 
Planning Commission Chairman 
Charles Andrews Monday night, to 
examine the proposed “tetter 
mousetrap” designed to bring more 
customers to their doors. 


“The “mousetrap” is the proposed 
master plan for the central business 
district, which envisages the clos- 
ing of Santa Cruz avenue from El 
Camino Real to University drive and 
the acquisition of enough parking 
space for 3000 cars, the lots to face 
Cak Grove and Menlo avenues. 


The master plan for the central 
business district will be the subject 
of a formal hearing before the plan- 
ning cemmission Monday night, be- 
ginning at 8 p. m. The informal ses- 
sion last Monday was held at 
Searles’ buffet restaurant, 639 San- 
te Cruz avenue. 

Some criticism of particular items 
in the master plan for the area were 


| heard, but the majority of those | 


present appeared to be in favor of 
the plan as a whole. Discussion 
centered on details of financing. 
whether the parking lots would at- 
tract a “major” store, whether clos- 
ing the avenue was necessary, and 
other items. 


Wise opened the discussion with 
a recapitulation of findings made 
in the several surveys conducted 
during the past 18 months, design- 
ed to ascertain shopping habits 
and the potential money available 
to be spent in the Menlo Park 
business area. 


Wise pointed out that shoppers 
come into Menlo Park in ratio to 
the amount of time it takes to get 
to the downtown area, rather than 
by city limits. Two-thirds of those 
who shopped in Menlo Park on a 
certain day of the survey, Wise said. 
came from within five minutes’ driv- 
ing time of the downtown area, and 
the ratio dropped sharply after that. 

The “square footage” of land 
available for use as shown in the 


prcposed master plan was. only 
about half developed last year, at 
the time the survey was made. 

He also explained some of the rea- 
soning behind settling on 1.29 square 
feet of offstreet parking space pro- 
posed for each square foot of com- 
mercial space: “supermarket” de- 
velopers call for 3-to-one and 4-to- 
one ratios, he said; but many of the 
businesses in Menlo Park, such as 
real estate offices, do not draw en- 
ough cars to require such parking 
space.
